TURKEY RAISING 
BEING REVIVED 
IN THE MIDWEST 


Newer Methods Practical­ 
ly Eliminate Hazards 
In Such Enterprise 


Newer methods of turkey raising 
that hav e eliminated most of the 
hazards of this enterprise were de­ 
scribed at Farmers Week 
at 
the 
Missouri College of Agriculture last 
week by E. M. Funk of the poultry 
department. 
By following these methods many 
Missouri farmers now cooperating 
with the college hav e been able to 
reduce their brooding losses of tur­ 
key poults to less than one-tenth of 
the total number hatched. 
Turkey raising on Missouri farms 
has 
increased 
rapidly 
during the 
last few y ears, according to Mr. ’ 
Funk. Missouri farmers hav e learn­ 
ed that turkey s can be raised as 
easily as chickens. 
The trend in 
turkey production in the east, and 
middle west for many y ears was 
downward but in recent y ears thi 3 
trend has been rev ersed. 
The ex ­ 
planation for this change in trend 
of production is to be found in the! 
control measures which hav e been, 
found for blackhead, the most de­ 
structiv e of all turkey diseases. 
By a simple program of manage­ 
ment similar to that adv ocated for 
y ears by the Missouri College of 
Agriculture for the raising of chick­ 
ens, poultry men hav e learned that 
they can raise turkey s without los­ 
ing large numbers 
of 
blackhead. 
This 
program 
adv ocated 
by the 
Missouri College of Agriculture has 
been adopted by hundreds of tur­ 
key growers in Missouri. 
The es­ 
sential feature consists of raising 
the turkey s 
each 
y ear 
on land 
where turkey s or chickens hav e not 
ranged for at least two y ears and 
by following a strict sanitation pro­ 
gram. 
This means that the turkey s 
must 
be 
confined 
to a limited 
range.
